REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. ^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

it is alleged that receiver 1001 and unit 1003 shown in fig. 10 correspond to the recited "means for synchronizing, such Point of 
argument is not convincing because the other components recited in the claim are not shown in combination with 1001 and 1003 
so as to show every feature of the claimed invention. In addition, the examiner notes that fig. 10 per the specification page 17 is 
configured to perform the various operation described in fig. 3-9. Fig. 9 however does not include any synchronization block or 
means for synchronizing. Applicant further argues that decision block 909 in Fig. 9 can contribute to the synchronizing function. 
Examiner disagrees. Firstly, because the specification, as filed, does not support the applicant's position and secondly, in claim 
18, for instance, the synchronizer is claimed independently from the decision block, clearly indicating that they are indepent 
from each other. The drawings are still objected to because the means for synchronizing/synchronizer in combinaition with the 
other claimed limitations is not shown .
